The  year  under  review  was  another  unspoilt  by  any  serious 

event. 

The  rising  population  has  no w  exceeded  the  10,000  level  and 
the  number  of  births  reflects  the  relatively  youthful  new  population  of 
the  District. 

From  the  environmental  point  of  view  sewage  disposal  and 
refuse  disposal  pose  their  own  problems  which  the  rapid  expansion  of  the 
population  has  both  caused  and  demands  satisfactory  solution.

IMMUNISATION  : 

During  1958  156  children  under  the  age  of  5  years  received  primary 
immunisation  against  diphtheria,  .72  other  children  received  injections  to  maintain 
their  immunity. 

Vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  continued  and  no  serious  delays  were 
'experienced.  "  The  response  from  those  in  the' higher  age  groups  was  unsatisfactory 
...at  the  .beginning  but  improved  as  the  scheme  secured  wider  publicity. 

B.C.G-.  vaccination  of  school  leavers  was  continued.  26  boys  and  21  girls 
accepted  it . 


TUBERCULOSIS. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis  during  1958. 

Two  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  and  13  additional  cases 
came  to  live  within  the  district. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  46  cases  of  pulmonary  and  6  cases  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  were  known  to  be  living  in  the  district,

•  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948, 

Three  cases  were  brought  to  ‘notice  with  a  view  to  securing  admission  to 

-  hospital  accommodation  for  the  chronic  sick.  It  was  necessary  to  serve  an  Order 
under  Section  47  of  the  above  Act  in  one  case. 

The  provision „of  accommodation  for  chronic  sick  is  lamentably  inadequate  and 
the  mechanism  for  securing  admission  to  such  as  exists,  cumbersome.  The  three 
cases  cited  above  were  in  fact  admitted  to  hospital  not  intended  for  chronic  sick 

-  cases.

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  G.  Davies,  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  the 
following  information  relating  to  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  this  area. 


WATER  SUPPLY  : 

Leicester  Corporation  mains  water  is  piped  throughout  the  district  and  a 
total  of  3,339  houses  with  an  estimated  population  of  10,150  have  an  internal  supply. 

A  further  19  houses  have  access  to  this  supply  and  cater  for  6l  people. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  : 

Sewage  is  dealt  with  at  the  Council’s  own  works.  The  houses  in  the  district 
are  servef  by  3,736  water  closets,  leaving  12  premises  supplied -by  pail  closets. 
These  pails  are  emptied  by  our  own  employees  every  fortnight. 

32  cesspools  are  in  use,  2  having  been  constructed  during  the  year,  whilst 
2  were  abolished. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING  : 


House  refuse  is  collected  at  weekly  intervals  by  our  own  employees  and  is 
disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping.  Tip  accommodation  is  seriously  limited  and  the 
time  is  rapidly  approaching  when  the  Council  must  reach  a  decision  on  future 
policy  to  enable  the  important  function  of  hygienic  disposals  of  refuse  to  be 
effected.

Action  under  Section  38  of  this  Act  was  taken  to  remedy  defective  sanitary 
accommodation  at  one  shop. 


Nine  inspections  were  made  and  samples  of  water  were  taken.  Seven  proved 
to  be  satisfactory.  The  filtration  and  chlorination  plant  is  in  continuous  use, 
and  cleansing  of  the  bath  remedied  the  algal  growth  which  gave  rise  to  the  two 
unsatisfactory  samples.
